The Beston Traveller contains a very particu- 
lar t ofa Rh » recently brought to 
that city, from Calcutta, from which we eauact 
the following :— 

This Unicorn or one. horned Rhinoceros, is yet 
scarcely fifteen months old, having been taken 
when quite young, and is four feet three inches 
in height, a trifle more than seven feet in length, 
and weighs upwards of twe thousand pounds.— 
Animals of this class when full grown measure 
generally about twelve feet in length, nearly as 
much in circumference, and from six to seven 
feet in height, thus approaching that other un- 
wieldy animal, the Elephant, in bulk and mass, 
though apparently much smaller, from the cir- 
cumstance of their limbs being comparatively 
much shorter. We are told of this animal, what 
we believe, naturalists allow of the species gene- 
rally, that its only distinct organ of touch, is the 

ip, which ie very flexible. The under 
lip ia like that of an ox, but the upper more like 
that of a horse; and he uses it as that creature 
does, to gather up hay from the rack or grass 
from the ground, but with this superior advan- 
tage, that the rhinoceros has the power of ex- 
tending this lip to #ix or seven inches in length 
from the nose and then drawing it to a point.— 
With the lip thus extended the animal is able to 
grasp a stick or any small substance and hold it 
extremely fast. 

The horn is brownish, very hard, and solid 
throughout, and when full grown, sometimes mea- 
sures three feet in length and eighteen inches in 
cireumference at the base. Im the present in- 
stance it is just emerging from a large, bell- 
form protuberance which forme its basis, and was 
not at all discernible when leaving Calcutta.— 
The skin is one of its most valuable characteris- 
tics. It is of a blackish or deep brown hue, very 
tough, thick and naked. It is covered with large 
callous tubercles or granulations, reminding one 
of the encient coat of mail; and lies about the 
neck in large plaits or folds. There is an- 
other fold frum the shoulders to the fore- 
leg, and another from the hind part of the 
back to the thighs. The incrustations of the 
skin mentioned above, are smaller around the 
neck, and largest of all on the shoulders and hips. 
Though the skin generally appears to be entire- 
ly unelastic and impenetrable, the cuticle that is 
left bare between the folds, ws soft and easily 


The head is larger in proportion than that of 
the om, with a very short neck, the ears 
are ately large, broad and thin, and in this 
instance, one has received some injury and is 
withered to a size much smalier than the other; 
the eyes are very small, dull and sleepy, and 
so situated the animal can only see objects 
which are nearly in a direct line before it. It is 
worthy of notice too, that the eyes are situated 
nearer the nose than those of any other known 
quadruped. The shoulders are thick and heavy; 
and the back, instead of rising, as in the ele- 
phant, exhibits a considerable depression; the 
belly is somewhat pendulous like that of the 
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thick and

We subjoin a brief abstract of the Natu- 
ral History of the Rinoceros Unicornis, 


or one-horned Rhinoceros. It is a yenus of 
Mammalia, of the order Ferxt;—Generic cha- 
racter, horn solid, perennial, conical, seated 
on the nose, but not adhering to the bone, It is 
supposed to be identified with the Unicorn mea- 
tioned in scripture. ‘This quadruped is next in 
size to the Elephant. Its weual length, exclu- 
sive of the tail, is twelve feet; and the circum- 
ference of its body nearly the same. Its nose is 
armed with a horny substance, projecting, in the 
full grown animal, nearly three feet, and isa 
weapon of defence which secures it from almost 
every attack. Its upper lip seems to be used 
much im the same manner as the trunk of the 
Elephant i by that animal; with ths it can 
grasp the shoots of trees and various other sub- 
stances, and convey tlem to its mouth. The 
skin resembles a coat of mail lying in plaits over 


to be penetrable by the sharpest sabre, or even 


in Bengal, Siam, China, and in several countries 
of Africa; but they are far less numerous than 
Elephants, and of more sequestered habits. The 
female produces only one at a birth—at the end 
of two years the horn is only an inch long, and 
in six years it acquires the longth only of nine 
inches; from whence the aniunal’s progress to- 
wards maturity may be estimated. The Rhino- 
ceros is usually inofienmve; but whea provoked, 
ite anger is terrible and impetuous. Its food 
consists entirely of vegetables, the tender 
branches of trees and succulent herbage, of 
which it will devour immense quantities. It re- 
sembles the ewine in a strong predilection for 
wallowing in mire, and appears to delight in re- 
tired and cool situations, near lakes and streams. 
Owing to the formation of the eye, the édight is 
very defective, as it can see only what is direct- 
ly before it, and when pursued, always flies ina 
straight line, removing every obstruction. Its 
senses of hearing and smelling are very acute, 
against the wind, The flesh is eaten both in 
Africa and India.

MODERN PHILOSOPHY—NO. IL. 

Modern philosophy is synonimous with scep- 
ticism. To doubt of every thing, or to deny the 
truth of doctrines and principles held to be fun- 
damental and of vital importance, by a Newton, 
a Locke, and a Priestley, are essential at the 
present day to constitute a philosopher. It is 
not necessary that be should be able to build 
up—far from it: all that he has to do is to pull 
down. Accordingly, he will tell you that Moses 
was a necromancer, a mere conjurer; and that 
Jesus of Nazareth was a simple enthusiast; that 
the Jews and the Christians are, and always 
were, credulous fools; and that all such igno- 
rant pretenders as the philosophers above men- 


This city hes lately been visited by one of 
these peripatetic philosophers, who has, in a 
cuurse of lectures, attempted to unsettle the 
faith of hundreds, and to rob then of the sweet 
consolations which that faith afords them. I 
attended the delivery of two of these lectnres, 
and I can safely aver that 1 cbserved nothing 
which struck me so forcibly « the assurance 
and self-confidence of the lecturer. I am not 
aware that I discovered ix them one original 
idea. The same things, I believe, have been 
said, with few exceptions, oY French and Eng- 
lish infidels, and some of @em even by Christian 
preachers. Our philosop*er was, however, very 
free m offering his ows opinions; and be was 
consistent enough to iterdict the use of them 
in others. After urgig them on the attention 
of his auditors with Characteristic contidence, 
and on a variety of “pics, he exclaimed, “ Let 
opinions alone!"’ Ale talked « great deal about 
the “ moral facy“e# of man,”’ which he illus- 
trated by the in#inct of brute animals, as mani- 
fested in the enemy of “beavers” and “bees.”

But I would 
seriously ask, if am individual, who bas the mis- 
fortune to move in a circle where falee notions 
ot honor predominate, should be called upon tc 
place his life and the life of a fellow being in 
jeopardy, how would he best prove his right to 
the character of a moral man? 
exhibiting his moral courage in resisting the in- 


he is surrounded, by a tirm and resolute No. 
But further. 
sponsibility, It exonerates man from all ac- 
countability: it relieves him from all blame, or 
censure, or selfreproach. Let his actions be 
ever so injurious to others or to hunself, he 
ought never to suffer, on that account, either in 
mind, body or estate; for he could net help act- 
ing as he did. When his Maker, therefore, im- 
planted the ‘still, small voice’’ within him, y 
which he is made tosufler “the torments of an 
nized conscience,’’ for deeds of voluntary guilt, 
surely that Great Being must have been—if this 
hilosophy be true—under a malign influence; 
or what «lee but malignity would make a being 
unavondably subject to the most poignant men- 
tal sufferings, for conduct which could not have 
been prevented? This doctrine, then, in all | 
matters of conscience, is a libel on the author | 
of our nature. And this is modern philosophy! 
But how moral virtue can exist without re- 
sponsibility, is a problem which has never yet | 
been solved. We can have no idea of duty in- | 
separable from this liability. Otherwise duty | 
would be a mere chimera: it might exist in words, 
or in the imagination, but it would have no real 
existence in the nature of things. For instance: 
I employ an agent to transact business for me. 
The terms are mutually understood. 1 furnish 
him with the necessary instructions, to which it 
is his purty to attend. Now,1 ask, is he not 
accountable to me fer the performance of this 
duty? Or is he at liberty to neglect it altoge- 
ther? And would his conduct be as morally 
just in one case as in the other? Let modern 
philosophy answer these questions. 

In what does the life of a good man consist, 
but in the faithful discharge of his du ies?—du- 
ties which he owes to his God, his neighbor and 
himself—duties, the very name and character of 
which depend entirely on his accougtability, in 
every relation which he sustains. This may be 
made apparent in a variety of instances. Legis- 
lators pass laws for the security of life, liberty, 
aod property. To these laws it is the duty of 
citizens to attend. But what should we think 
of the wisdom of lawgivers, or where would be 
the efficacy of the laws, if no responsibility were 
annexed to the violation of them? And yet such 
penalty would be eruel, wicked, and unjust, if 
man were not an aceountable being: or, in other 
words, if he could not help violating them. I 
conclude, then, that man has moral as well as 
other duties to perform, for the faithful dischar 
of which he is responsible, modern ph

The previous year, November 17:h, the arch 
enemy of Poland, Catherine Il., had closed her 
ry | and successlul reign, and had been succeed- 
ed by her only son, the naturally generous but 
misguided Paul. The successor to 
the Great, Frederick William IL, lived only to 
hear read the articles of the Treaty of 
Formio: he died the 17th November, 1797. By 
a singular caprice of human fortune, Poland was 
trampled in the dust, and France now placed the 
terror of Europe. 

In the list of expatriated Poles, very few fami- 
lies had so severely suffered as that of Labanoff 
Kholheim. Similar to that of Count Meyerfield, 
the family of Kholheim were enclosed in Prue 
sian Poland, by the division of 1772; but having 
an estate near Warsaw, removed there, and was 
enveloped by the revolution of 1794. . 
like almost every other young Polish nobleman 
of that time, became deeply imbued with that 
patriotic spirit which led to efforts so destruc- 
live to themselves and relatioas, Labanoff 
Kholheim was a Nuncio in the Diet who formed 
the constitution of 1791; voted for it, and spoke 
for it, and yet expressed his opinion to a few. 
confidential friends, that the instrument could 
never be carried into effect. This prescience 
saved the Kholheim family from utter ruin, as 
the father, dreading the future, remitted large 
sums of money to the banks of London and Ve- 
nice. 

The acquaintance of the youthful Meverfield 
and Kholneim was formed as we have seem and 
in the minds of the parents of Clement and of 
Clara Ismeana, Romuald was led as the 
agent who seduced his friend to field. The 


contrary was, nevertheless, the fact. Though 


burning with national ardor, Romuald had much 
more than Clement attended to parental fore- 
sight and admonition.
